In 
order that policy guidance nay be given to the field, the reply was 
completely staffed out including an opinion 55-27 dated 9 September 
1955 tfom the Office of General Counsel. 

3* The effect of the applicable lavs and Agency regulations are 
that a privately owned vehicle nay be shipped front the old to the now 
station or frost say other point presiding that the coat to the Govern- 
■ant should not e x c eed toe cost of direct transportation from the old 
station to toe aev station. 

fc. It is the opinion of the undersigned that the shipment of a 
privately owned vehicle st S overa a mn t expense acquired en rout© for 
those snplayees who ere returning to toe totted States for the purpose 
of resignation, reti ree ant or separation, should not be authorised. 
This is in accordance with section 172.3, paragraph 3 . of Foreign 
Service Travel regulations. 

5. In suMMurlslng the above, employees traveling on a pexnanent 
ehange of station for duty should be authorized the shipment of a 
privately owned vehicle fro* his old station to his new or free sane 
other point as long as the cost to toe Gover t ae ent toes not exceed that 
which would have been incurred in the shlpnent of toe vehicle front the 
old to toe new station.
